Excepted alwayes and koꝛepꝛiſed out ot thys general and free pards, 
all and all maner of hyghe Treaſons , petit Treaſon, and miſpꝛiſion of 
Treaſon, doen, committed, oꝛ perpetrated, in any of the parties beyonde 
the ſea, and all and all maner of Treaſon,doen, oꝛ committed in anye 0- 
ther place, by any perſone oz perſones, by any ouert deede, whereby any 
bodily hurt oz harme ſhal come, oꝛ be doen to the kynges onely perſone, 
and all ſuites, puniſhementes, executions, foꝛfeictures and penalties, foz

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And extepted all pzepenſed and voluntary murders,and alfo except al 
titles of actions,of Quare impedit, all rauiſhments,and withholding of

Alſo except and fozpziſed out ol thys free pardone, all and all maner of 
foꝛgeing, counterteycting. waſhing, and clipping of whatſoener moneye 
oꝛ coyne, currant in thys Realme, and the — — thys Realme of 
any fatſe oz counterfeict moneye oz toigne, made, foꝛged, oz counterſeit 
out of this realme,and the vttering of any ſach falſe oz counterfeict mo- 
ney oꝛ toyne, had, made, done, oꝛ perpetrated.ſithen the rrvii.day of Ja- 
nuary laſt paſt, ⁊ all # all maner of offences, impetitions, puniſbements, 
foxfeitures,peines of deathe, iudgementes, and execution foꝛ the ſame.

ted,befoze the Barones of the kynges Excheker, oꝛ els where, a payed 
the ſame Jſſues,Fines,and Amerciamentes, vpon hys oz their ſaid ac- 
— 2 to the kyngs vſe,and hath hys oz their quietus eſt

Pꝛouided alwap,and bee it enacted, by the aucthozitie of thys pꝛeſent 
parlament, that all and euery perſone and perſones, which haue tended 
oꝛ ought to ſue liuery out ot the kyngs handes, ot any Manours, lãdes, 
tenementes and hereditamentes whatſoeuer they bee, ſhall ſue hys oz 
their liuerie and liueries, out of the kynges handes, ol hys oz their Ma; 
nouts, landes, tenementes, a hereditamentes:any article, acte oz aties, 
thing oz thinges, in thys pꝛeſent acte ol generall and free pardone, com- 
p2iled and ſpecified,to the contrarye notwithſtanding. 

ed alwayes.,# bee it enacted by the aucthozitie afozeſaide, that 
it ſhalde lefull to all and euery clerke,and other officer ofany of the kyn- 
ges Courtes,to awarde and make wzittes of Capias vtlagatum . at the 
faite ofthe partie pleintife,to the entente to compel the defendaunt and 
defendauntes, to make aunſwere to the plaintife,at whoſe ſuite he was 
outlawed.
